The bill proposed to grant the fran-
chise to every' woman who if he wero

la man would be entitled to be registered
In respect of a household uuallllcatton
within the meaning of the act of 1SS4;
also every woman who Is the wife of a
man entitled to be registered In respect
of a household qualification nnd who
has resided In the qualifying premises
during the period required by law. N'o
womnn could vole until she had reached
the age of 2." under the provisions of the
bill nnd no woman could be disqualified
by reason of marriage from registering
ami voting.

Sir lMwaril flrey, the foreign Secre-
tary. In supporting the measure spoke
warmly of the consideration he and the
otner Ministers who favored woman sut-frae- e

had received from Premier Asqulth
and said their persona! friendships nnd
political cooperation were not In the least
affected by the divergence of their
opinion" on this subject. Sir Kdw.ird
referred to the actions of the militants
ns the Inconsiderate criminal conduct
of a small minority which, was not rep-
resentative of the great masse of
women who have asked for the vote.

Sir Walter recalled the fact that Par- -

llament had on seven different occasions
passed Mils on second reading giving
the vote to women The speech of the
Foreign Minister throughout was a dig-
nified, powerful plea through which
there was a thread of gentle sentiment

Walter Long. Conservative, a fotmer
I Cabinet Minister, drew cue era from the
I Ministerialists by paying a tribute on
i behalf of the opposition to the courage
I nnd dignity which Premier Asqulth had
shown In the face of the disgraceful at- -
tacks of the suffragettes.

There wero sevetal good speeches for
and against the measure. The attend- -
ance at the session nnd the Interest In
the debate were In great contrast to last

' night's seson. when he benches were
almost empty and only one woman sat

j In the ladles' gallery. the gnl-- j
lerles were nil full, and when a division

j was called for the motion of Arnold
Ward, a son of Mrs Humphry Ward.
the author, to reject the bill the House
was parked.

Premier Asqulth. Home Secretary
McKennn, Secretary for the Colonies
Harcourt, War Secrctnry Seely, Joseph
Pease, president of the Hoard of IMuca- -
tlon, nnd Chancellor of the Duchy of
Lancaster Ilobhouse were among the
Ministers who voted against the bill.
Sir IMward Crcy the Foreign Minister.
Chancellor of the i:chequer Lloyd

' Oeorge, President of the Hoard of Trade
Svdney Huxton. Augustine H.rrell the
Chief Secretary for Ireland, and Walter
Itunclman. president of the Hoard of
Agriculture, supported the measure.
A. J Hnlfour. the former Conservative
leader, nnd Honar Law, his successor,
nnd many others did not vote. A ma-
jority of the Irish Nationalists opposed
tho bill. When tho result was an-
nounced It was received with an out-
burst of cheers by the opponents of tho
mensure, hut there, was no great ex-
citement.

This ends the prospect of women get-
ting the vote from the present Parlia-
ment. The Increased hostility to tho
measure now over last year, when the
same proposition was defeated by tho
close vote of 222 to 20S, Is ascribed to
the militant madness, without which It
is believed the bill would have been
passed hy a considerable majority. The
serious women suffragists do not deny

nlint the defeat of the bill nnd their loss
of tho franchise Is due to what Is called
Pankhur'tlsm.

Tho followers of Mrs. Pankhurst re
gard the defeat of the bill with complete
Indifference, The success of the mens-tir- e

would have enfranchised i",000,000
women, but It would hnvo banished the
Pankhurst people Into obscurity, de-
prived them of nn exciting hobby nnd
robbed many of them of snug Incomes.

Miss Ward was held for trial In tho
How atreet police court and remanded
to Holloway Jail without ball.

The Charing Cross rnllwny sta-
tion, close at hand, fun..shes a largo

The firnnd was crowded with Ameri-
can tourists Few of them knew
tho danger they had been In until thny
came down for breakfnst this morning.

When
ho started for tho station tho suffra-
gette broke from him nnd ran. Setting
tho bomb down on the sidewalk the

BRIDGE PLAZA CROWD

SEES A GANG MURDER

Hundreds of Homeoers in

Peril in Fusillade of

Bullets.

Dnvid Mlnzer, a clerk, pt yenr old. who
lived at 132 KutM(;e street. Williamsburg,
was shot nnd instatitlykilled in a gang fight
on th" Hrooklyn plan of tho Williams-
burg Bridge last evening while thousands
of iersnns wero on their way home from
work. More than a dozen shots wero fired
in the fusillade, durinp tho few moments
it lasted.

It is thought that the trouble wns a
continuance, of tho fstid between the
"Hear Cnt lvy g'!K. and the "Chlcerello
gang " There have boon numerous shoot-
ing affrays in the last few months between
members of the two gangs and the police
believe the fatality was the outcome of
threats made by some of those who had
been shot that they would be revenged
in their own way

r.vevitnees of the murder told the
police thev saw Mlnzer oroMtig the bridge
plaza in a crowd of pede-tria- ns and ns ho
was going across Havemeyer street two
men quickened their gait and when within
twenty feet of him both whipped out
revolvers nnd began to shoot. Mlnzer
loll dead on th" sidewalk.

Two men who ran away wore caught
by policemen. They said thev were
Salvatore Anilerello, 20 years old, of s7
Havemeyer street and Charles Friedman,
23 years old, of no Sheriff street. Manhat-
tan In a barber shop at 210 South Fourth
street a 3 calibre revolver was found
wh"re it had been toss.nl by Anderello.
It contained live "empty shells. The
police found n revolver on Friedman
with ono empty shell.

Frank McQualey, 20 years old, of 171

Ainslee street, who was In Minzer's com-
pany nn hour before the shooting, was
also near hy when Minzer was shot. Ho
ran away but was caught

Intense excitement followed tho shoot-
ing. Within a few minutes 5,000 persons
gathered nnd it became necessary to turn
out the reserves from the Bedford avo-nu- o

police station So intense wns tho
demonstration against Anderello nnd
Kn.slm.in from persons who nirrowly
escaped Wing shot that they tried to
attack the men Tho police and ileteo-tive- s

were obliged to draw their revolvers
to keep imck the mob until reenforcements
came.

His sister, Lillian, had crossed tho
bridge pin a, going in an opposllo direc-
tion when the shooting started and
turned and followed the crowd.

James F. Thompson
nnd James K. Hussey, now captains In
tho Police Department, were convicted
last night of conspiring to obstruct
Justice and the administration of the
laws. The jury was out only thirty-eig- ht

minutes.
The offence is a mlfdemeanor and lsj

penitentiary or a fine not to exceed

i KiOO, or both.
All four prisoners me still under In-- I

dlctment for bribery, which Is n felony.
ine nriiiery Indictments, found against
each of the Inspectors singly, charge
the collection of graft while he wns
In command of the Sixth Inspection
district, comprising Harlem.

District Attorney Whitman plans to
go on with the trial of the Inspectors
on these more serious chnrsres as soon
as possible.

The case was given to the Jury at
7:2.--i o'clock. The Jury returned to tha
room at S':03 with the verdict.

Because of the late hour when they
got the case It was presumed In thn
court room that the Jurymen might
elect to go to dinner before lieglnnlnic
deliberations.

Hut word was sent out to the Jus-
tice, the District Attorney and counsel
as soon as the Jurors had reached their
room that they would give a few min
utes to the diseusMnn of the evidence
before going to dinner.

Then there was a half hour wait and
one of the court officers In attendance)
came hurrying In. Justice Scabury was)
waiting in his chambers.

Defendant l.tnrd I'p.
The four defendants were brough

back and lined up ngalnst the rail, ana
In a minute or two more District Attor-
ney Whitman, his assistants and thn
several lawyers for the defence had been
found.

The Inspectors lined up In the order
In which their names appeared cm the)
blnnket Indictment. Inspector Sweeney
stood nt the extreme left, with Murtha,
next tn him, then Thompson and Hus-
sey.

Justice Seabury had tnstruotel thei
Jury that It might find nny om of the)
defendants guilty or Innocent Independ-
ent nf the verdict respecting the others;
so each defendant had a little private)
hope of his own In addition to the gen-
eral one for a general acquittal.

The promptness of tho Jury's action,
however, largely dispelled this latteP
hope and the defendants looked mora
enreworn ns the Jurymen filed In than
at any other time tn thn trl.il.

The tatter's faces bore nn expression
of seriousness which to hnbitunl at-

tendants at criminal trials usually an-
nounces the verdict before a word Is
spoken.

"flentlemen of the Jury, hnvo you
agreed upon a verdict?" called out Clerk
Penney.

Foreman Philip A. Mosman said they
had. He seemed to be In doubt for an
Instant whether It was his place to
stand or sit while announcing the ver-
dict. Then he stood up.

"We find them guilty ns chnrged," ho
snld, hesitated n second nnd added, "All
of them."

The four men who had risen to the
highest rnnk In tho uniformed force of
the Police Department heard the verdict
stolidly.

Inspector Hussey looked nt his watch.
